TWENTY-SEVENTH DAY OF THE SLICKENS 
CASE IS COURT. 


Tes.lmony of G. H. Colby—The Opinion 
of a Practical Mining 
Engineer. 


The Gold Run case opened at 9:30 A. M. 
yesterday, ia Department Two of the Superior 
Court, Judge Jackson Temple presiding. 
Mr. Hobson recalled for the purpose of ex­ 
plaining an answer made by him. Ho said 
that when testify ing as to the amount cf min­ 
ing at Iowa Hill, he had reference to Iowa 
Hill proper. Besides that he had noticed 
some Chinamen cleaning the bed-rock, but 
nothing else except the Booth mine. In answer 
to Mr. Hart, he testified that there were some 
mines on the north side of the North Fork 
taiiing in the North Fork, but did not know 
the names cf the mines. 
G. H. Colby, being called and sworn for 
the defendant and examined by Mr. Dibble, 
testified as follows : I reside at Dutch Flat; 
came to California in the spring of 1850 ; my 
business since has been principally mining 
and civil engineering ; have been engaged in 
some other pursuits ; occupied the position of 
Deputy United States Surveyor for three 
years, engaged in mineral surveying. I was 
appointed under General Rollins ; have been 
engaged in mining; did my first cay’s work 
at mining at Auburn in 1S50 ; then went to 
IUinoist.own, and then located on Mineral 
Bar, at Rice’s Bridge, on the North Fork of 
the American river, the latter part of May 
or June, 1850. 
Question—In making a mining location, 
what are the necessary considerations ? 
Answer— It is necessary, in the first place, 
to have ground that will pay ; it is nec?s ary 
to have water to work that ground, and it is 
necessary to have a dump to dump your tail­ 
ings. 
Q —What do you mean by a dump ? 
A.—I mean what has always been used by 
miners throughout the State—sachas flits, 
ravines, gulches, canyons and rivers that are 
located very much below the miue, and it is 
necessary that they should be so located as to 
receive the tailings from the mine without ob­ 
struction. 
Q.—What do you mean by an outlet ? 
A.—It is the outlet that these various 
places woold afford to the minirg debris 
flowing from the mine, which liaB always pre­ 
vailed in this State. It is necessary to have 
a dump low enough to receive the debris that 
flows from the mines. 
Q.—In t’uat respect, what has been the 
usage ? 
A.—It has always been the custom to dump 
into the streams, gulches, ravines and flits, 
where the flats were not owned by anybody. 
That has been a uniform custom all over the 
State. It has been the custom ever sioce I 
arrived in thi3 State, from 1850 to the present 
time. Miners cannot work gravel claims 
without a privilege of that kind. F lics 
Rice’s bridge I came to Sacramento—about 
the 1st of September or last of August. 
Sacramento ws. a new town, and I judge had 
started up in 1849. It was a fl jurishicg busi­ 
ness camp. It was a center from which a 
very large class of miu-rs in the adjicent 
mining points procured their mining supplies. 
That was the business done here at that time. 
I remained here two or three months—up to 
pretty Dte in the fall. At that time there 
were about 10,COO inhabitants here, I think. 
It was a large place ard a very busy 
place. During that time there ware some 
ships here. Some sea-going vesa .ls arrived, 
but they were of the smallest class of sea­ 
going vessels, such as brus. barks, schooners 
and sloops. Th-re was not, so far as my 
knowledge goes, such a thing as a first-class 
sea-going ve s.l—I mean a t<; os re rigged ship 
—in this por'. Sime small-sized steamers, 
were here—the S-.nitor, the Now World, 
ai d the Gold Hunger ; but the steamers were 
generally „f that class known as liver steam­ 
ers. A great many schooners came up the 
riv»r at that ti ne and landed a grant deal of 
freight here—a great deal of mining sup­ 
plies. They anchored in front cf tl e ci’y 
here. They brought either from the Bast or 
from San Francisco the¿e -.aÍLirg supplies 
that wsre distributed from tl.is poii.l. 
—State wbethi r you had occa-ion r’nrii g 
the time you were in Sacramento in 1850 to 
examine the American liver, and if you did, 
what was its condition as to banks, depth, 
th** color of the waler, etc. ? 
A.—During the time I remained here, in 
1850, I used to go out to the American river, 
usually on Sunday, to take a bath in the 
American river over here near where the old 
road crossed goinz from heie to Auburn, 
Grass Valley and Nevada. I cannot deter­ 
mine the exact point now, but it was near the 
city here. The character of the river at that 
time was a stream not perfectly clear, hut 
carrying some debris. Slightly roily —much 
clearer than it is now. The bottom of the 
river was sandy. The banks were rather 
bluff, about 15 feet fcijh and composed prin­ 
cipally of sind. It is what we would term, 
perhaps, alluvial soil, made principally of 
sand. 
Q.—Dercribe where the farms were around 
Sacramento, on the American river, at that 
time? 
A.—I did not see any. Th:ro were no 
farms here in those days. 
Q —Did you have occasion to visit the 
American river and examine the bottom 
lands and to tee whether there was ar.y farm­ 
ing going on on the bottom lands in those 
years ? 
A.—I did, and there was none. 
Q —Would you have seen it if there were 
any?A.—I would. The first grain I saw raised 
in this State was in 1854. 
Q.—Where did you cross the American 
river, in going toward Auburn, in 1850. 
. 
A.—I should think it wa3 below where the 
railroad bridge now crosses. I am not cer­ 
tain as to the point. The face of the country 
has changed materially and I do not know as 
I could locate the exact point. It is where 
the old road leading to Auburn, Grass Valley 
and Nevada crossed. 
Q.—Was that known in the old times as 
the Aubnm crossing. 
A.—Yes, sir. I think afterwards Lisle’s 
bridge was erected near that road. 
Q —When you were here in 1850, state if 
you saw any evidences of high floods ? 
A.—I did. Tko city had been over­ 
flowed the year hefure. In 1849-50 they had 
a very high flood here. The flood was gen­ 
erally known here and talked about, and I 
saw evidence of the city having been tub- 
me'ged by the fl md. I saw fliod-wood in 
different places, and the whole city, I should 
ssy, had been covered, except a smalt placa 
near tho Plaza there ; was a smali place that 
was above high water. You could see the 
line of the flood-wood or debris that the flood 
makes aliCg the soil. It showed t® me that 
a email place theie was out of the water. 
The balance was all submerged. I saw also 
between here ami the Anmrican river evi­ 
dences cf a high flood having brought sand 
on to the soil. Tnen was quite a coating of 
sand on nearly ail the bottom land between 
here and the American river, apparently 
hi!ought oc by the flood. 
Q —With reference to the trees, did you see 
any evidences of high flood—any deposits ? 
A.—I think near the rivers the high-water 
mark' showed itaelf on the trees, and the 
undergrowth and _ willows that stood 
quite high. 
For instance there would be 
some drift-wood—what we call flood-wood— 
lodged in the trees, evidences of high water. 
Q.—State if you remember a place called 
Hoboken ? 
A.—Ido. I never was at that paict,bat 
I knew of it. 
Q —Do you know why it wa3 built up at 
that time—why they went there ? 
A.—At that time I was interested with 
another party in selling miners’ supplies, at 
Rattlesnake Bar, on the American river, and 
procured our goods here. He run a team here, 
and I sold the goods up there. I u=ed to sell 
some of the gaods nights and mornings when 
I wonld not be mining ; and I know he went 
to Hoboken instead of Sacramento, on ac­ 
count of high water and on account of Sac- 
cramento being flooded. 
Q —How much more eleva'ed was the 
ground at Hoboken than at Sacramento? 
A.—1 cannot say. I simply know they 
went up there bee «use they had to leave here, 
and from that point for a time the miners 
were supplied. 
Q —When you left Sacramento, where did 
you go ? 
A.—I went to Rattlesnake Bar, on the 
main North Fork of the American river. 1 
engaged there in mining ; afterwards, in con­ 
nection with that, I had occasion to do some 
engineering—running ditches. And during 
the time I waa there I commenced the prac­ 
tice of engineering, surveying ditches and 


flumes, the grade for flumes, grading tunnels, 
and work of that kind—surveying mining 
claims. I did a good deal ot that during this 
time, in 1852, but I was engaged in mining all 
the time besides, while I lived there. 
Q —How long were you engaged, after you 
went to Rattlesnake Bar, surveying, mining 
and running ditches? 
A.—I lived there from the fall of 1850 up 
to 185G. 
Q —Do you remember of any ditches, 
especially, that you surveyed at that time ? 
A.—The first ditch that I ever surveyed 
was one that 1 was part owner in, from Mor­ 
mon creek to Rattlesnake Bar. That was in 
1853. I afterwards helped make a purvey fur 
the American river ditch, and I di-1 a large 
share of the work mv^elf, but a portion of it 
was done by W. A. B'iaon. I was one of the 
first Directors of the company. I helped get 
it up, and helped make the preliminary sur­ 
veys. 
Q —From the fall of 1850 to 1856, how 
many miners were there on the North Fork 
of the American river ? 
A.—It is pretty hard to answer that. I 
was pretty well acquainted wi’h the Ameri­ 
can river and all the forks. My estimate is 
that 20,C00 men were working on the Ameri­ 
can river and its tributaries. 
Q —What kind of mining were they doing 
ou the American river and its tributaries ? 
A.—They were mining in the bed of the 
river and on the banks and bars adjacent to it 
The work was principally confined to rockers. 
For iustance, in 1850, hardly any other oper­ 
ation was known. In 1851 they began to use 
what is known as long-tome, and along about 
1852 or 1853 they commenced to ground- 
sluice through flumes or boxes, by running 
the water over the banks and caving them. 
The first hydraulicking I ever saw in 
operation was in 1854, and from that time cn 
it changed from ground-sluicing to the hy­ 
draulic process. At that tim9 the bydraulie 
system became introduced, and aloDg in 1856 
that was the general system of miniog as far 
as my observation went. 
Q —Where with reference to the ribbon of 
the channel was the first miniLg done ? 
A.—On its banks along the river and ia the 
bars right close to the water. As they 
worked them out they would go on to the 
higher benches up from ths river, and finally 
they got onto the benches some distance above 
the livers. 
Q.—How many days in the year would 
these 20 000 men work ? 
A.—Wei), in those day3 they worked all 
the time, unless there was some severe storm. 
I suppose 300 days in the year would ba a fair 
estimet*. 
Q —S'ate what became of the material 
that these 20,000 meu wa-hed out. 
A.—The ordinary method was to work on 
the bar—pick it up with a pick first, so as to 
loosen it, and then the heavy bowlders and 
large cobbles were thrown behind. They 
were piled up on the bars, and the fine r-a- 
terisl was taken to the edge of the river and 
washed and dumped into tho river. 
Q.—Now, in speaking of tie 20,000 or 25,­ 
000 people woiking on the rivers and on the 
river bar3 and benches, what ether kind of 
work was being done besides that in the 
gulches and streams, the ravines and placers 
and other places? 
A.—They wero mining in a similar manner 
during the earlier days in all the gulches and 
ravines all over ths country drained by the 
North Fork of the American river, as well as 
other portions of the State. The character 
was of the same kind in lha earlier days. 
They always threw aside the rocks and 
washed the finer material. 
Q —Where did those people who were en­ 
gaged in mining in those ravines, gulches and 
placera obtain their supplies? 
A.—Through Placer, Nevada and Bi Do­ 
rado counties, their supplies were obtained 
here in Sacramento. 
Q.—Where did yon next mine ? 
A.—I went to Moore’s Flat, in Nevada 
county, in 1856, and en.-aged in hydraulic 
miuing. 
Q.— How many hydraulic mines were 
working in 1856 in Moore’s Fiat and vicinity ? 
A.—I think about twenty hydraulic mines 
were running at Moore’s Flat. 1 thick they 
were all hydraulic mines. I should estimate 
about ten at Orleans Flat and ten at Wolsey’s 
Flat, making some thirty-five or forty in all. 
The mines «-ere all in riili blast when I went 
there. I judge they had tern opened a year 
or two prior to that time. 
Q —Explain the cressnre and amount t-f 
we ter used at Moore’s Flat aud ia the sur­ 
rounding mining camps ? 
A.—The ordinorv head in those mines 
was from 100 to 300 inche». The pressure 
wc-uld avorago from 100 to 200 feet. 
Q —Where did the material flow to that 
was mined in 1856 and for a couple of yeans 
before that ? 
A —It' cither flowed cirtctly into the 
Middle Yuba or into the canyons that went 
into the Middle Yuba. The Yuba is a tribu­ 
tary of ihe tjjcramtnto river. 
Q —How many men were at that time 
mining at Moore’s Flat? 
A.—At Moore’s Flat and that vicinity I 
should estimate the mining population to be 
about 5 000. 
Q.—How lor.gdid you remain there mining ? 
A.—About two and half years. 
(J.—Describe the hydraulic mines at 
Moore’s Fiat, and the camps you mentioned, 
as you found them in 1856. 
A.—The deposits were similar to tho de­ 
posits of the blue lead up here. C'arse ma­ 
terial ou the bottom, overcapped or covered 
by fine material, all carrying gold from the 
top to the bottom, unless there was perhaps 
some pipe-clay. There was no pay ia that. 
Sometimes in the top washings there would 
be some pipe-clav. The miners never con­ 
sidered the pipe-clay of any value so far as 
gold was concerned. The bottom was a very 
heavy material—I think heavier then that in 
tho blue lead up at Gold Rui. 
Q —There has besu something said in this 
case about channels being covered with moun­ 
tain lava, and chacne’s in which the gravel 
comes to the crest. Explain what it means ? 
Mr. Hart—What is the object of this testi­ 
mony ? 
Mr. Dibble—To show the necessity of drift 
mining in one case and hydraulic mining in 
the other. 
A.—Of the original river channels that run 
tkroneh the mountaiDB ia California there 
are evidences of their having been cut off by 
the stream3, and the si reams are very much 
lower—averaging from 500 to 1,500 feet below 
the old river channels—and in maDy places 
in the mountains the old channels run light 
acrofs the present livers. Tney worked up 
from the beds cf tho streams in the earlier 
days, usually by tracing up a rich ravine, 
and these old channels were struck by tracing 
up rich ravines and lich deposits, until they 
worked into the old river channel where it 
came out of tho hill. Oftentimes on the 
ridge between it is overcapped by a lav?.- 
flaw, although the channel runs right etraight 
through. An immense deposit of lava on the 
ridge oftentimes overlaps the old river-bed. 
Q.—Where did you next go? 
A.—I next went to Nevada City, ar.d for 
Í the next twelve years engaged in other pur­ 
suits. 
j Q —How early did you became acquainted 
. with the Nerth Foik of the American river 
! above Rios’s bridge ? 
1 A.—I first became acquainted with that 
, section of the river in 1850. I was frequently 
along that river up as far as Canyon creek 
I think I went up to Pickering's Bar. It at 
that time was a very deep mountain canyon, 
light grade, narrow stream, and not very 
biuff mountains. Oa each tide the mount­ 
ains average on an angle of forty-five degrees. 
The river wa3 a flat narrow stiearo rushing 
very deep down ; it was 1,600 feet from the 
top of the ridge down to the stream. It was 
a rocky stream filled with gravel, very coarse 
material, and narrow, 
j Q.—Have you examined the rivers hetween 
' there points since, and if eo, when ? 
A.—I examined the river about seven 
weeks ago. I examined it from Pickering’s 
Bar down to Rice's bridge. 
Q.—Did you examine with reference to 
talings impounded in that di tance ? 
A.—Yes, sir. The character of the debris 
commencing at_ Pickering’s Bar is gravel 
similar to the original gravel in the American 
ii .’er. You cannot tell the difference between 
tho deposit there now and the old gravel 
the old deposit that was in the river in early 
times, as far as quality is concerned, com­ 
mencing at PiekeriDg’s Bar, is very coarse: 
the material is very heavy, large bowlders and 
cobbles,_ aad as you go farther down the stream 
it gets finer. The turther you go the finer it 
gets. The material and the rocks in size 
diminish rezularly until you get to where the 
material! are dumped in from the Iowa H ill; 
then apparently comes in another dump, a 
deposit of heavy material, and then the rock 
at that point has tapered down to that 
it is nothing' bat fine gravel and some 
sand left, which appears to be absorbed 
and taken up in another dump of coarser ma- 
terisl, and that diminishes ia size as you fol­ 
low down the stream until you come lo the 
next place, where tunnels have deposited. 
There the same law prevails until you get 
down to the canyon right above Rice’s bridge, 
everythin? has diminished in size until there 
ii nothing but fine pebblea and some sand in 
the stream ; and there has been a large de- 
poeit of river gravel, three large pits, two on 
the east and one on the west, been dnmped 
in there agsic, but the dumps there are dif­ 
ferent in character from what they are above. 
The material that has been dumped in ia 


heavier. A great deal of the rock has been 
piled up on the bonk, but there hue been 
sufficient put in there to apparently 
raise the river bed, I judge about 
three feet. I should judge that is sh ut 
the aicountl all along by the Rice bridge. 
I should think there was about three feet 
that apparently comes from these deposits 
from the backs. The larze pits that are adja­ 
cent to it they have filled up there till you 
lose all the traces of the last dump above ia 
that deposit, which changes Bcmewbat there 
from the dumps above. 
Q —What is the depth, mean width and 
length, as you measured it? 
A.—The average mean width was 140 feet. 
The Court—From Pickering’s to Rrice’s 
bridge ? 
A.—Yes, sir. Theaveragadeplh is 46.2.reet, 
or 15 6 yards, and is 41 918 feet in length, and 
contains 10,113,675 Cubic yards. 
Q —How does the estimate that you mode 
ana the estimate that Mr. Uren made agree 
wiih reference to the mean average width and 
length. 
A.—They agree as to the mean width, but 
not as to ths mean depth. He makes the 
ir ean depth 42 feet, and I make it 10 per cent, 
greater, which is 45 2. The head of Picker­ 
ing’s Bar is about half a uiile below Canyon 
creek. Pickering’s Bar is composed of very 
heavy, coarse material, bowlders and cob­ 
bler—large bowlders and large cobbles. 
Q —What did you base your calculation of 
46.2 feet being the depth in the North Fork 
of the American river above Rice’s Bridge 
to the head of Pickering’s Bar rpon ? 
A.—I base it from my observations of the 
stream as I knew it in Í850, and also by tak 
ing the high-water line aud making an esti­ 
mate as to the depth aod comparing it 
with that now. The high-water line, a ma- 
j irity cf the way, is away below the top of 
the fillings or deposit. I see a high-water 
line, a recent one, made there, hut the original 
high-waler line is very deep along down 
by Ford’s Bar, and it shows itself, the first 
place that I found it, near Stephens’ bridge, 
aud by comparing the descent as 1 went down 
the stream I judged somewhat of the amount 
that was filled above I made my estimates 
as I went alone, and base them, as far as the 
high-water marks are concerned, by com- 
p>ii-on. There is, just above Rice’s bridge, 
ou the south side of the river, a very large 
excavation; aDo right below Rice’s bridge, 
right close to it, on the name side ; and one 
also ou the opposite side, immediately above. 
Q.—Have you examined the Gold Run 
miues with reference to the top wash and the 
amount thereof ? 
A.—I have, I nuke the average length to 
be 13,090 feet, the average width 2,000 feet 
and the averaee depth 75 feet, making a total 
of 72.222,222 cnt.ic yards of excavations. 
That is the top wash, which is known as the 
fir t stone that was taken off. 
Q —Have you estimated the width, depth 
and length of the pay ribbon of the chancel 
to be wo! ked ? 
A.—I have. The length is 10,560 f-et, 
which is two miles ; the average width is 133J 
yards; that is, I estimated that it was 200 
feet on the bottom and 600 feet on the top 
The dep'h is 120 feet, or 40 yards, and the 
contents are 18.773,333 cubic yards. 
Q —Are vou sufficiently acquainted with 
the North Fork of tho American river and 
the American river to determine its stowage 
capacity for tailings above Folsom ? 
A.—i thiuk I am. This answer is based 
upon 1 he proposition that this deposit will be 
from the blue lead, such as is left at Gold 
Run. The capacity from there to Folsom, 
tapering at a point to Folsom, wiih no depth 
»t Folsom, and rising in the North Fork at 
Canyon creek 900 fett high, which will not 
bring it within 100 feet cf the bight 11 Bear 
river, right opposite this point over the ridge, 
the etowage capacity is 3,458,400,000 cubic 
yards. 
Q —State whether that storage capacity is 
based upon the character of the material now 
being worked, and that has been worked, in 
the Gold Run mine for the last five years. 
A.—Itis, as well as other localities worked 
in similar material. For instance, in B. ar 
river, it would have more grade than the 
North Fork would have. And this h.-avy 
material does lay and stay there to my certain 
knowledge. Tuis material from the Gola 
Ran mine Is similar to that from the Dutch 
Flat mines put iuto the Biar river. The 
mining material dumped into Bear river stays 
there aud withstands the flmds. It makes 
dams end holds back everything that comes 
dowa tbe river above it. Duns it up aad 
impounds it. That is what it does iu Bear 
river. 
Q —Explain what you mean by saj ing that 
it makes dams ? 
A —For instance, tbe Polar Star workings 
at Dutch Flat have made a very extensive 
excavation. They have dumped a very large 
quantify of this heavy material into the Bear 
uver. It has made a dam there that is 100 
feet high, a- d more, too, and it etands theie 
during the floods. It stands theie and does 
not wash cut. A very large pond is made in 
the river above, which corrals everything 
that comes down the river from the mines 
above. 
Q —Speaking of the Polar Star dam, what 
is tne inclination of it ? 
A.—I should say on the lower side it de­ 
scended on an angle of from ten to twenty 
degrees. 
Q —Now state the character of the material 
in the Gold Run mine remaining tobe worked 
out?A.—The character of the material is a mass 
of rock, bowlders and finer gravel, with the 
rocks packed ab,.ut as closely as they will lay 
together—the interstic:s filled up with fine 
gravel and sand. The whole mass is cemente i 
together; and when I speak of cement I 
mean this mass of c-bides and rock existing 
in that back of cement, not as a body of c:- 
ment. I have heard it spoken of as so much 
cement. I mean that this mass is cemented 
together—that there is no such body as ce­ 
ment itself, pure cement. The cobbles are a 
sort of elipsoid in shape. They are longer 
than they are wide, aad they are wider than 
they are thick. An oval shape represents a 
fair sample of the bottom bowlders and recks 
of that deposit. They ate packed pretty 
nearly as close together as they will lay, aod 
the interstices are tilled with smaller gravel 
and sand. That is about the character of the 
d.eposit. It is in color pretty nearly slate, al­ 
though cc-mmonly called the blue lead. The 
color of it ¡psembles the original wash in the 
North Fork of the American liver. The rock 
material is principally Blate. In the bottom 
strata slate predominates, while iu the top 
strata quartz predcminat- s. The bottom ma­ 
terial is tbe color of the original wash ap­ 
parently, which is about the same color as 
the original bed of tbe American river in 
places that I have mined on ; and the char­ 
acter of tho material when dumped into the 
American liver is the same. The size of the 
rocks on ihis blue lead v-.ry from rocks that 
weigh a ton down to cobbles, and from that 
down to gravel an inch in diameter. 
Q —lu what proportion is it rock, cobbles, 
bowlders, stones and eand ? 
A .—I estimate that tbe rock materia', from 
pebbles the s'za of an inch in diameter up to 
the larzest bowlders that exist there, make 
about 75 or 80 per cent, of the entire mass of 
material. I should set it at 80 p--r cent. 
Ths balance is finer gravel than this, of an inch 
in diameter, tapering down aud finally end.ing 
in saad. I judge of the gravel about 10 per 
cent., aud the sand about 10 per cent, of the 
fine material. 
' 
Q —Calling Pickering’s Bar the dump, for 
what distance can tbe material you have de­ 
scribed go below to Rice’s budge or the Iowa 
Hill dump ? 
Objected to. 
Q —Where is the dump—or where does the 
dump commence ? 
A.—It commences at Pickering’s Bar and 
extends down the river from that. The list 
traces of the Gold Run damp are lost when 
you came to the first dump from Iowa Hill. 
Q.—Where is the Iowa Hill dump ? 
A —It is about three miles, I should think, 
below Pickering’s Bor—three or four miles. 
Q —What per cent, of the material you 
have described coming from the Gold Run 
mines can pass the Iowa Hill dump? 
A.—I do not think any could pass—unless 
it is some sand. There may be one er two 
per cent, of it that would pas3. 
Q —How h ng has that been the case in re 
gard to the mining at Gold Run ? 
A.—Since tbey commenced to work this 
blue lead. 
Q —IIcw long is that ? 
A.—It is about five or six years since—since 
about 1875. 
Q,—State whether, as you p' ss from below 
the present surface of the material there, it 
becomes harder and harder until you get 
down to tbe bed rock in the minee ?1 
A.—The bottom ia cement and mud, harder 
than it is in the top. It raises íd depth from 
60 to ICO feet, irregularly, some places higher 
than others. I should judge about eighty feet 
would be a fair average of the depth that ia 
cemented. The gravel on the top of that is 
pret'y near of the same coarseness; heavy 
material, but not cemented together all cf it. 
In some places it i«, bnt in others it is not. 
Q —You have estimated that not more 
than one or two per cent, could pass Iowa 
Hill dump and that tho Iowa llill dump is 
about three miles below Pickering’s Bar. 
How far is it from Iowa Hill damp to Rios’s 
bridge ? 
A.—About faur miles—four or five miler. 
Q.—What proportion of this material that 
has been worked cot oí the Geld Run mines 


in tl e last five years, and will be hereafter 
worked out, can be got down to Rice’s bridce ? 
A.—What material passes the Iowa Hill 
dump might get down to Rice’s bridge. I 
should say that from one to two per cent, i» 
all that could paBS theie. 
Q How far is Rice’s bridge from Sacra- 
in&nto city, by ths American river. 
A. It is seventy or seventy-five miles—I 
judge about seventy miles. 
Q.—What is the character of the material 
remaining in the mice with reference to tbe 
character of the material that was washed 
from the mice up to 1874 and 1875? 
A.—The material in the mine now has been 
stripped of the fine strata that originally ex­ 
isted on top. It is the blue lead that remains 
—that portion that has the appearance cf the 
original river bed—heavy, coarse material; 
and in the material remaining tbe predom­ 
inating character of the r. ck is slate, while 
in the original bank that was washed eff 
from the top, quartz pebbles predominated. 
It was fice iu character, containing a good 
deal of soil and immense strata of what 
miners usually term pipe clay. It is really 
Band just cemented enough so that when it 
caves it breaks up io large masses. Instead 
of pulverizing, it comes down in large blocks. 
In the top there ivas a stratum I judged to be 
50 feet thick of puro material of that kind. 
Itis not strictly pipe-clay, but is what is 
known »s pipe clay. 
Q —How much more of the top deposit 
was transported by an inch of water than can 
be transported by an inch of water of the bot­ 
tom deposit? 
A.—I know a great deal more could—just 
how much mere would be hard to tell. 
I should say from ihreo to four yards more. 
This top material is moved by water much 
eaeier than Ihe bottom. And every hydraulic 
minrr knows that if he has got a hundred 
yards of this bottom material pulverized with 
uuwder that he can work that off in a great 
deal lerS time by mixing with it a hundred 
yards ( f the top material to run with it. You 
can wash the 200 yards mixed easier than yon 
can wash the 100 of this bottom material 
alone—do it in leíB time with tha same 
head of water and the same grade. 
The present difference in altitude between 
Bear river and the North Fork at the points 
opposite Gold Run is more than 1,000 feet. 
The drifting process consbta of excavating 
those strata that contain pay aud then wa-h 
the gravel thus obtained. The hydraulic 
process wadies away all the material of the 
banks. Some of the drifc mines employ 
giants in the washing of the material driited. 
The amount of displccrment of rock, sand 
aad gravel by the miners prior to 1855 was 
more than is being displaced to-day by the 
miners in the blue gravel at this time. I 
think the displacement was more then than 
now. Since 1875 Ihe number of yards dis- 
pitaccd by the miuers has greatly diminished. 
Tea times as much was handled betweeu I860 
and 1865 as has been handled since that time. 
The material washed prior to 1S75 was of a 
much lighter character than that mined tiuce. 
The material from the blue gravel channels 
remains at the dumo, where it is depos­ 
ited. Those dumps remain to-dsy, aud will 
remain where they arc now imbedded. The 
material in the rivers prior to the great flood 
of 1862 was of very light cbaraeler and wís 
swept down to Sacramento by the high wa­ 
ter. The rocky material now being depos­ 
ited will not come down with water, but it 
finds a permanent lodgment. Tho principal 
towns of Placer county are Auburn, Colfax 
and Duleh Flat. I have resided in Nevada 
connty fifteen years. 
Q.—On what industry does the people of 
Nevada county depend ? 
Mr. Hart—I obj-ct. We are willi: g to ad­ 
mit that this is a gieat industry. 
Mr. Dibble—You have shown, sir, that 100 
farmers have been injured by debris, and we 
wish to sh- w that 22.000 people iu Nevada 
county alone would be ruined by the stop­ 
page of mining. 
Mr. Hart insisted that as the prosecution 
claimed that this was a nuisance, it did not 
make any difference whether the nuisance 
w. s committed by one man or 22,G00 men. 
Mr. Dibble arose and indignantly ex­ 
claimed, “ The production < f gold has never 
been a nuisance !” 
The Court excluded the question. 
Cro.B-exarr,¡nation (to Mr. CadwaVier)— 
For the last ten years I have been engaged in 
surveying end civil engineering. Duti-. g the 
last two years I have been engaged iu rail­ 
road engineering for the T-iwle Bros. Mr 
Gould has been Superintendent cf the Gold 
Run mire for a long time. Mr. Alien Towle 
is the President ot the Corporation. The 
Tcwle railroad commeuce3 at Alta and ru s 
to a point across Bear river. It is used in 
conveying logs to end lumber from their 
mills. T he size of mf-.es on the river in early 
days was fifteen feet front, ruurvng hack as 
far as you wished to go. I was in Sacra­ 
mento during the time the cholera prevailed. 
The mining on ail the river bare was cou^ 
ducted iu about precisely the same manner. 
Different miring districts bad ciff.rect rules 
regulating eize of claims and the lergth of 
time they could be held without worki-j?. I 
left Rattlesnake Bar in 1856. Moore’s Flat is 
about eighteen or twenty miles from Nevada 
City. At that point I engaged in hydranlic 
mining. [Witness described the early mode 
of hydraulic miuing, describing the manner 
of mski-jg the hose and the nozzle med ] 
From Moore’s Flat I went to Nevada City, 
iu 1839. At Nevada City I w s engaged ia 
merchandising, expressing, staging and other 
occupations. The snmmer <d 1S72 I was 
working for the California Water Company, 
on the Georgetown divide. Ia 1875 I did 
some engineering in 8h»sta county for Al- 
vinzi Hayward. In 1876 1 was in Arizona 
f. r three or four months. I lived a portion 
of 1877 at You Bet. 
Recess until 2 p m . 
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Afternoon Se-islon. 
G. H. Colby resumed the stand, and in 
answers to questions by Mr. Cadwalader, ia 
cross-examination, testified : In 1850 I think 
there wa3 no cultivation of gardens on the 
American river near the old ford. Do not 
remember the Hubbard gardens. Do cot 
know cf any gardens between the city ncd 
the ford iu the rummer of 1830. In 1856 
traveled between Moore’s Flat and Sacra­ 
mento by stage. Came down by Johnson’s 
crorsiug. There were two routes from Ne­ 
vada—one by Johnson’s crossing, on Bear 
ivcr, and tbe other by Auburn. Came ab ut 
as often one way as the other. The Auburn 
road did not always come by Newcastle. The 
flrcd was principally the cause of the people 
moving to Hohukem There was an extensive 
fire iu 1852. and that n:ay have had something 
to do wi<h it, but the 11 red was the principal 
cnuss. The 20,000 miners spoken of as being 
at work on the Aiueric.n riv“r substantially 
abandoned it in 1854 or 1855, and woiked 
farther buck. Have a general knowledge oí 
what took place on the American river from 
1856 to 1871. Iu 1855 a great msj iri'y of 
those who hail been at work ou the river went 
to washing this top stratum in the blue lead. 
There were not ar msny dry diggings nt 
Auburn as ia some ether parts of the State. 
There wera quite a number of people working 
these dry diggings in the Auburn district. 
There might have been a thousand. Do not 
think there were 5 000. Never mined there 
bnt little. Iu one day’s work in one of there 
dry diggings I could cot say how much dirt 
a man would move. I never worked ia the 
dry diggings. Never saw the Chi eans with 
their bowls blowing the sand. The material 
washed in the dry diggings would go into 
Auburn ravine. That would not come into 
the American river. I woiked in hydraulic 
mines at Moore’s Flat from 1856 to 1859 
The claims then umrer the mining regu'a- 
tions were 100 feet front, running biek to the 
center of the ridge. They held claims with­ 
out work when tbey c< utd not get water. 
Cannot state tilt provisions in regard to the 
amount of work necessary to hold the claims 
aud prevent their being jumped. ' They 
always had to hare their claims recorded and 
do a certain amount of work. That was one 
of the objects of the rules. Have done min­ 
ing since. I worked part of three seasons fur 
the Birdseye creek mine. I had charge if 
the works at night. Was not superintend­ 
ent. but looked after the water and mine at 
night. 
The Moore's Flat mines worked 
usually about nine months of the year. Heve 
s=*en the following up of old placers at Rat­ 
tlesnake Bar, on the American. It went 
up to the flit, about 100 feet. 
They 
traced up the ravine and lost the 
lead, and then went up the side of the 
hill, and then struck the lead again. That 
was about 100 feet above the bar. That was 
worked on the ground-sluice plan—running 
the water over the bank and breaking it down. 
I know of several others, at Iowa Hill, at Wis­ 
consin Hill and Yankee Jim’s. I have Seen 
the evidences of it, bnt was not one of the 
men that did tbe following up of the leads. _ I 
was at Pick»ring’s Bsr, or in that vicinity, in 
1850. I am not sure that I was right on the 
bar, but it was near theie. When I was 
camped at Mineral Bar I proepected up the 
river, looking for belter diggings. Picker­ 
ing’s Bar was cot known as a bar 
at that time, hut I was in the im­ 
mediate vicinity of it, 
When I went 
to Rice’s 
bridge, 
three weeks age, 
I estimated 
that it was filled abont 
three feet.

John G. Lemrain, the well-known bota­ 
nist, has described some of his botanical 
discovtries during a recent trip in Arizona.

In the south 
end of the Chiricahna Range', under the 
slope of its highest patks, he found tbe 
summit ridges thickly clad with a charm­ 
ing cypress. The young tri es wero gems 
of beauty, with quadrangular pyramidal 
foliage, attaining a hight of sixty to eighty- 
feet and a diameter of four to six feet.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 


BLAINE AND HUSLBUT. 
Judging from Secretary Blaine’s dis­ 
patches to General Hurlbut in the Peru­ 
vian claim business, the Department of 
State must have had its hands full in try­ 
ing to prevent the Minister to Lima from 
converting his office into a regular claim 
agency. Nothing could be more prudent 
and correct than Mr. Blaine’s instructions 
to the Minister, but it is impossible not to 
perceive that the communications to which 
these dispatches were the replies must have 
been of a very extraordinary character. It 
can be gathered from the general tenor 
of Mr. Blaine's dispatches that a number of 
people have been trying to take advantage 
uf Peru’s extremity to press claims of 
doubtful validity, and that most of these 
claimants thought it both prudent and 
possible to enlist the co operation of the 
LTnited States in their enterprises. Nor is 
it to be doubted that General Hurlbut was 
at first strongly tempted to gratify the de­ 
sires of these speculators, for it is plain that 
Mr. Blaine had to pull him up very 
sharply and to enlighten him very clearly 
upon the limits of his functions. Incident­ 
ally some of this illumination falls upon 
that “ Peruvian Company,” the pros­ 
pectuses of which have lately been 
producing so great a sensation. Mr. 
Blaine 
expresses the 
opinion 
that 
the company is a visionary project, to 
say the least, and he intimates that if its 
claims were valid it would be in a position 
to take Pern on a mortgage which never 
could be redeemed. This is a mild and 
perhaps diplomatic way of sayiDg that the 
Secretary did not believe in the Peruvian 
Company, but whatever that affair may 
have been, it is evident that its projectors 
were American citizens, and that they took 
a very Yankee view of the uses which 
could be made of the United States Gov­ 
ernment. Mr. Blaine has fortumtelv writ­ 
ten so explicitly to prohibit all official 
recognition of such claims againBt the 
Peruvian Government that no complication 
can arise out of this subject. But it is 
patent that General Hurlbut was 011 the 
brink of imprudences which might easily 
have become national disgraces, and this 
correspondence, taken altogether, serves to 
confirm the impression that so impulsive 
and undiplomatic an agent ought to be re­ 
called at the earliest possible moment. 


ANOTHER EFFORT. 
Once more it is solemnly announced that 
the Government is about to make a tre­ 
mendous effort in the Star Route cases. 
Before he retires Postmaster-General James 
is to cause a large number of civil suits to 
be instituted against the contractors, and 
then he cm go out of office in a flourishing 
way. But even the commencement of 
fifty suits after all that has happened will 
hardly convince the country that the Star 
Route thieves are in any danger. Skepti­ 
cism on this head has become chronic, and 
not without cause. The predictions of the 
thieves that they would not be punished 
have been so fully borne out, and the boasts 
of the Government that they should be 
punished have been so discredited, that the 
public will refuse to take any further inter­ 
est in the matter until it can be convinced 
that at least one conviction or recovery has 
been reached. Meantime the Government 
might learn a little modesty and caution 
from its recent experience. 


It is said that the “ silver men” are very 
much put out by Judge Folger’s recom­ 
mendation as to the suspension of the sil­ 
ver coinage, and that they will soon make 
themselves heard. It is further stated that 
they will not only resist the adoption of 
the Secretary’s recommendation, but that 
they will urge new legislation providing 
for the increase of the silver coinage. We 
shall look with much interest for the argu­ 
ments by which the “ silver men ” think it 
possible to confute Judge Folger. W hat 
they have to establish is, that an unlimited 
silver coinage will not, in the present con­ 
dition of the silver question in Europe, 
have the effect of displacing gold, throwing 
the country back npon a silver standard, 
and inviting the swamping of the market 
by those European Governments which in 
that event would be powerfully tempted to 
discard silver altogether, seeing that they 
would be in a position to appropriate the 
gold driven out of the United States. 
These are the dangers pointed out by JuJge 
Folger in his report, and it is scarcely 
necessary to add that if the European Gov­ 
ernments referred to did throw their sur­ 
plus silver upon the market, the value 
of the metal would fall immediately, 
and we should find ourselves with 
a depreciated currency, and at the 
same 
time be cut off from ex­ 
change with Europe. 
In fact what 
Judge Folger apprehends, and what the 
“ silver m en” appear to desire, is the 
establishment of an Asiatic system of 
finance. Tbe present silver law is of itself 
quite capable of leading us to such a sys­ 
tem. We have only to do nothing about 
the matter for a couple of years longer, and 
at the same time continue to issue silver 
certificates, and we are as certain to be 
brought to depreciation and inflation as we 
are to die when our time comes. Never­ 
theless we are curious to see what the 
“ silver men ” have to say about the situa­ 
tion. They are much worse off for argu­ 
ments than they were a year ago, for since 
then the Monetary Convention has been 
held, and has failed to produce any results. 
It must now be regarded as certain that 
Europe will not come to our assistance, and 
that therefore if we insist on coming silver 
without limit we must do so at our proper 
peril It is also quite clear that though 
Europe will not move in the matter 
at presen^ our continued coinage of 
silver will give her the best possible 
justification for 
moving, 
and 
that 
the movement so justified and invited 
must precipitate upon the United States 
not only a silver standard, but a depre­ 
ciated silver standard. If it is possible to 
show that all these evils are more than 
counterbalanced by the prospect of creating 
a certain marketfor the production of Amer­ 
ican silver mines, we have no doubt that 
the “ silver m en” will achieve that de" 
monstration. W hat they want, indeed, is 
a new stroke of “ Protection to Native 
“ Industry,” and they are by no means 
singular in requiring that the interests of 
the whole country Bhall be deliberately' 
sacrificed to this object. Nor would it be 
prudent to conclude hastily that the Amer­ 
ican people will reject the audacious and 
Inequitable proposition. 
For a people 
whose producing classes are content to be 
plundered year in and year out by a tariff 
which brings them no single benefit in re­ 
turn for its steady confiscation of a large 
percentage of their earnings, cannot be ex­ 
pected to appreciate at all adequately the 
mixture of folly and knavery which con­ 
stitutes the programme of the “ Bilver 
“ men.” 


THE GREENBACK EKS 
MOVING 
AGAIN. 
The Greenbackers are evidently prepar­ 
ing to take the field with undiminished 
activity. They are alarmed at the idea of 
reducing the coinage of silver dollars. They 
wish to exchange all the National Bank 
notes for treasury notes of the fiat kind. 
And they want all the gold in the treasury 
got rid of in the payment of the outstand­ 
ing bonds. The programme of the Green­ 
backers is not a complicated one. All 
they ask is that such measures should be 
adopted as will drive gold out of the 
country, then reduce us to a silver standard, 
and finally land us in the bottomless pit of 
fiat money without any metallic basis. 
These peculiar people are proof against 
experience, history, argument, in fact 
everything that partakes of a rational 
nature. They not only do not know any­ 
thing about the subject they wish to legis­ 
late upon, but they utterly refuse to learn 
anything. 
It is useless to point out 
to them that there is nothing new in 
their ideas; that all these crotchets have 
been tried before repeatedly, and that all 
of them have failed disastrously to produce 
the results expected from them. 
The 
Greenbackers turn their backs and stop their 
ears and shut their eyes, and continue to 
put faith in the financial wisdom of Bed. 
Butler and Voorhees and other lights of 
similar caliber. 80 long as there is any 
prospect of doing mischief they will be on 
hand to advocate whatever can conduce to 
it, and they possess a kind of instinct 
which leadB them unerringly to the sup­ 
port of the wildest and most preposterous 
propositions. They appear to think just 
now that they can make a successful raid 
upon tbe Secretary of the Treasury for 
having recommended the suspension of 
silver coinage and the withdrawal of the 
silver certificates. The currency has been 
inflated by these certificates, and they 
desire that it should be inflated still more. 
If they could only get treasury notes sub­ 
stituted for national hank notes, and then 
obtain possession of the Government print­ 
ing presses, their minds would be easy, for 
then they could “ facilitate the exchanges” 
by printing fresh greenbacks continually, 
and they would doubtless do so until the 
paper was down to the level of Confederate 
currency. The only way to get rid of the 
Greenbackers is to put^the currency out of 
reach of their folly and perversity ; but so 
long as Congress has the control of it this 
will not be accomplished. 


THEIR TURN NEXT. 
A dispatch from Ireland says that the 
Irish laborers are organizing for agitation. 
This is what we have long been looking for. 
It was inevitable that they shonid pres­ 
ently discover that they had no interest in 
the contest between the landlords and tf • 
tenant-farmers, and that they should insist 
upon some special relief for themselves. 
Of course they have not been and will not 
be benefited by the Land Act. 
Such 
patches of ground as they live on and grow 
potatoes on, they hire from the tenant- 
farmers, who are their landlords, and by 
all accounts a very hard set of landlords, 
too. If the tenant-farmers are not to pay 
any more rent, however, the laborers will 
inevitably demand the extension of the 
same principle to themselves. It the land 
is to be divided over again, they will cer­ 
tainly demand something like their fair 
share of it. Once let them grasp the theory 
that the land belongs to “ the people,” and 
they will not be slow to realize that they 
themselves are much better entitled to that 
designation than the tenant-farmers ; and 


then there will be trouble. The laborers 
are in that condition most favorable to rev­ 
olutionary movements, of having nothing 
to losa. They cannot be worse off than 
they are, for the most part, unless they 
starve outright, and they may be much 
better off. So they are vtry likely to lis­ 
ten to Harry George’s communism with 
approval, and when they have mastered its 
meaning they will be prepared to tell the 
tenant-farmers who hope to become pro­ 
prietors by virtue of confiscation, that they 
have no more title to the land than the 
landlords had. When this new element 
comes to the front there will be lively 
times in Ireland, and the tenant-farmers 
will begin to doubt whether the new doc­ 
trine was after all as sound and satisfying 
as it appeared at first.

OMINOUS INDICATIONS. 
It is stated that France and Germany are 
both ordering large numbers of new can- 
noD, and that the manufacturers have re­ 
ceived orders to double their machinery. 
There is at present no visible cause of 
quarrel between the two countries, though 
the Tunis expedition has sown the seeds 
of difficulties which may eventually result 
in war. But during this age of huge stand­ 
ing armies the continental Governments 
are compelled to follow one another in 
every increase of armament, for though 
appearance be never so peaceful no one of 
them can or will permit a neighbor to Bur- 
pass him in forwardness of preparation for 
conflict. Meantime the poor stupid masses 
toil and groan under ever increasing bur­ 
dens of taxation, all of which is imposed 
to the end that when the time comes the 
greatest possible slaughter of these same 
purblind taxpayers may be made.

DOMESTIC. 


I'u rllic r C abinet G ossip. 
W a sh in g to n , December 19th.—There is 
to-day very high and apparently ample au­ 
thority for predicting that ex-SeDator Sar­ 
gent will shortly after the holiday recess be 
appointed to a place in the Gabioet, and 
strong indications point to the Secretaryship 
of she Interior as the position to which Pres­ 
ident Arthur intends to assign him. The 
President’s choice for the Navy Department 
stems now to lie between General Ed­ 
ward F. Beale and 'ex-Senator Bout- 
well, with the chances at present favoring 
the former, whose appcinment is strongly 
urged by General Grant. The widely-circu­ 
lated reports that ex-Senator Chaffee is 
booked for either the Interior Department or 
the Postmaster Generalship are entirely des­ 
titute of substantial foundation. President 
Arthur has no intention of appointing Chaf­ 
fee to any Cabinet position, and in fact has 
never taken his candidacy into serious con­ 
sideration. "Au impression prevails in 
well-informed circles to-day that some 
obstacle has arisen in the way of 
Ohauucy I Filiey's appointment as Pcst- 
master-General, and that ex-Seaator Howe 
now has the best chanco for that position ; 
but the question is still undetermined, and 
will perhaps remain undecided until after the 
holidtya. Sargent is expected to arrive here 
in a day or two, and it is said he comes to 
Washington, at the request of the President, 
for the purpose of consultation in regard to 
his place iu the Cabinet. It is generally un­ 
derstood that there will be no further Cabi­ 
net nominations sent to the Senate until that 
body reassembles in January, at which time 
Poatmaster-General James will retire, and 
the formation of the new Cabinet will be 
completed.

JrflT bu rls Under F ire— Charged w llh 
D ishonesty. 
P h ila d e lp h ia , December 19th.—The Press 
has a column iuterview between a staff corre­ 
spondent and General Joe Johnston, in the 
course of which he charged Jeff Davis with 
stealing a large amount of money. He de­ 
sired that it be distributed among the Boldiers, 
as they had received no pay for months, and 
so wrote Mr. Davis alter he fled from Rich- 
mocd to Charlotte, but Mr. Davis paid no 
attention to his suggestion In answer to a 
question as to what he kuew about the final 
use to which the money was put. General 
Johnston is quoted as saying: " It followed 
or preceded the head of the civil government 
of tbe Confederacy to the South about the 
time Davii went in tbat direction.” 
“ Have you any idea of the amount of 
specie Davis carried South ? ” 
“ Colonel Paul, an eminent artillery officer 
of the Confederacy, and now a prominent 
lawyer of Richmend, a man of high charac­ 
ter, told me he inspected the specie before its 
removal from Richmond, and after it had 
been loaded ready for transportation. He 
said there was a car-load of it. As he only 
saw it boxed ready for shipment, he conld of 
course give no information a3 to the amount 
in dollars and cents. General Beauregard, 
however, was in immediate command at 
Greensboro while President Davis was there, 
and doubtless bad an opportunity of know­ 
ing more accurately the amount of money 
with the President than most any one except 
his immediate political friends. He told me 
he was convinced that the President had 
$2,500,000 in specie at Greensboro. I 
have no doubt General Beauregard’s 
estimate was within bounds. After Davis 
left Charlotte and moved south, a Confeder­ 
ate officer told me that while he was stand­ 
ing near the bridge crossing a small creek 
a man rode up and inspected it. He said he 
was in charge of the President’s money, and 
wanted to see whether the bridge was safe or 
not. The man in charge told the officer that 
he had twenty wagon-loads of specie in hu 
train. This would be in perfect harmony 
with Colonel Paul’s statement—that there 
was a cai-load when it left Richmond, and 
with Ger eral Beanregaru’s—that there was 
$2,500,000 at Greensboro.” 
“ What became of the money left ? ” 


“ That I am unab'e to say. Davis has 
never given any satisfactory account of it, 
to my knowledge, and what is a stranger 
thing to me, is lhat the Northern people 
have rever called upon him to account 
for it.”

C a ld w e ll, December 19th.—A freighter 
named Edward Harmon came in to-day, and 
says the desperadoes who did the shooting 
here Saturday came to where his father— 
another freighter—and te were camped, and 
pulling their guns made the freighters give 
up their horses. The ruffians also helped 
themselves to provisions aud blankets, and 
then rode off. Your.g Harmon says there 
were five in the party, two bare-headed and 
two slightly wounded.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 
The Board of I’olicc Commissioner? met 
yesterday, all the members present, Mayor 
Brown in the chair. Minutes of previous 
meeting read and approved. A communica­ 
tion from the City Attorney was read, and 
on motion of Judge Henry the same was 
placed on file. It is as follows : 
To the Honorable the Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners of the city of Sacramento—Gentlemen: 
Your question, “ What are the duties and powers of 
the Board of Police Commissioners in the matter of 
the detail of members of the Police Department'! ” 
I answer as follows: The duties and powers of said 
Board are laid down in Sections 6 and 8 of the Act 
of 1872 (page 89, 90. 91 of Devlin's compiled laws of 
this city). The Board lrs power to make all such 
rules an*d regulations, net inconsistent with the B&id 
Act, wMeh it may judge necessaty for the appoint­ 
ment, employment, uniforming, disciplining, trial, 
and government of the members of said 
department. 
I find no provision of the law 
empowering the Board to make a detail of officers. 
On the contrary, Section 2 of said Act provides that 
the Department *f Police of B&id city shall be under 
the direction of the Chief of Police. This certainly 
means that the detail and general e induct of the 
department shall be under the command of the 
Chief of Police. 
Section 4 of said Act provide? that the Qhi™ oí 
Police shall designate one member of the depart­ 
ment to act as Court officer ; and while the Board 
has general power to make rules for the government 
of all, it could not name an officer for the Court. 
The Chief, by virtue of his position, is deemed by 
the law to be the best qualified to properly station 
liis men where the best interests of the public 
would be served. The Eoard can excrc’se nofurther 
powers than those conferred by law. 
The Mayor of the city is the executive head of the 
municipal government, and can, when exigencies 
require, command the entire Police Department. 
On the 20th day of July, 187S, the Board of Police 
Commissioners made certain rules with regard to 
the detail of the members of the department, which 
rules seem to have been abrogated by common con. 
sent; but inasmuch as these rules do not affect the 
question submitted, I will refrain for the present 
from expressing an opinion upon the validity of the 
Same. 
Chief Kareher moved that the communica­ 
tion be published iu full iu the evening &t.d 
morning papers. 
Lost, by the following vote : Aye, Kareher ; 
noes, Brown and Henry. 
Mayor Brown offered the following order : 
That the Clerk of this Board is hereby in­ 
structed to furnish each policeman, both 
regular and special, a copy of the following 
order: 
Mr. --------, polico officer: You are hereby or­ 
dered by the Police Commissioners of the city of 
Sacramento to arrest every* person engaged in, or 
whom you have reasonable cause to believo, carries 
ou gambling games or lotteries contrary to law 
w Ithin the city limits, and you ar, further notified 
that a failure to do so will determine this Buard to 
discharge you from the force. 
The order was, on motion of Chief Kareher, 
unanimously adopted. 
No farther business appealing, the Board 
adjourned subject to call.

BOARD OF TRUSTEES. 
The Board of City Trustees met yesterday 
morning, all the members present. The 
minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and approved. 
Judge Henry presented a new bond as 
Judge of the Police Court in the penal sum 
of 85.000, with Fred. Cox, James Farris, 
Israel Luce and J. B. Cave as sureties, which 
was filed and approved by the Board. 
John A. Cunningham, Chief Engineer of 
the Water Works, reported that during the 
past week the works had been running 168 
hours ; the total number of gallons pumped 
was <J, 183,000. 
Trustee Ryan report^! that th« proposition 
to open Twentieth street, from P to T, wa3 
opposed by a majority of the owners of prop­ 
erty fronting on that street, and that the 
opening of said street would not add anything 
to the convenience of travel, and therefore he 
recommended that the street be not opened 
as recently petitioned for by some of the resi­ 
dents of that vicinity. His recommendations 
were adopted, and the Btreet will be left for 
the present as it now is. 
Eiias D. Kennedy presented a demand 
against the city for $165 60 on coupons of 
bonds issued under the law of 1858, Chapter 
301; the bonds bearing dates of 1873-4-5-6-7-8. 
The demand was presented that the Statute 
of Limitation, in the event of litigation, 
should not run against it. The claim was re­ 
jected by the Board. 
William Trainer petitioned the_ Board to 
open the alley between P and Q. Nineteenth 
and Twentieth Btreeta. Referred to Street 
Commissioner. 
The bids for Bowing Bermuda grass on the 
levees were opened, and the contract.awarded 
to John S. Williams for S2C0. 
Trustee Johnson, V whom was referred 
the petition of Geo. W. Hancock, in behalf 
of the Sta*e Agricultural Association, for the 
free use of water at Agricultural Park for 
stock trained there by outside parties, report­ 
ed that after considering the question he had 
concluded that granting the request might 
engender a feeling of displeasure on the part 
of those having stables in the vicinity of the 
Park, who also took horses in training and 
who had to have water. He said there was 
a balance of S70 now due from the Society to 
the city for laying down water pipe through 
the Park, according to a bargain by which 
the Association agreed to pay for the work of 
laying the pine if the city would furnish the 
same, and which the city did. Mr. Johnson 
therefore proposed that the amount be remit­ 
ted to the Association, but that the parties 
using water at the Park be required to pay 
for it as others. He reported that there is an 
average of thirty horses and ten men at the 
Park at all times. The report was received 
and laid over for further action.

ntpted bv Mr. Uren, and believe it be correct. 
J>o not remember his figures. 
This 72,000,­ 
000 yards moved over th at place because it 
was material that was easily moved. 
The 
dump of the Gold Run mines commences at 
Pickering’s Ear. 
There is not much filling 
above 
that. 
Pickering’s Bar, 
I thiuk, 
is about 
half 
a 
müe 
below Canyon 
creek. Toe fill where it commence» 
is 
small. 
I t 
tapers 
from 
there 
tr 
Ford’s Bar, 
where 
the 
maximum 
fill 
is. 
I t does not set the w ater back or dam the 
river. 
Ths grade is not uniform. 
I t would 
be a very good place to make a railroad bed, 
but it would" require cutting and filling. 
W herever tailings are dumped in there ap­ 
pears to be a place higher than the grade. 
One of those places is in front of Jam ison’s 
ravine, where the m aterial comes down from 
the Iowa H ill diggings. 
Cannot state the 
amount of the grade there. 
Q —Is it not a fact th at the river is cot 
only graded from Pickering’s Bar to Rice’s 
Bridge, but the stones in the bottom are 
graded according to their size? 
A —No, sir. 
I say th at the grade Í3 not 
uniform, and the m aterial differs between 
every dump. 
N ear each dum p the ma­ 
terial is coarser, and then it becomes finer as 
you go on down, until you strike another 
dump. 
W hen I was there seven weeks sgo 
with Mr. tíonld, I spent most of the day 
there. W eot on horsebick from Pickering’s 
B ar to Rice’s bridge. 
W ent to Dutch F lat 
the same night, after dark. H ad no instru­ 
m ent with me. 
Estim ated the width of the 
river. 
A t Stevenson’s bridge the high-water 
m ark just became visible. 
I t was obliterated

high-water mark I would say that a succes­ 
sion of floods for many years, according to my 
observation, will leave a distinct, traceable 
m ark ; bu t ODe flood would Bot leave a mark 
th at would be discernible, or could be relied 
upon. 
I did not see the high-water mark at 
Rice’s bridge. 
Did not measure at any place 
the distance between bigh and low-water 
mark. 
I t v.'ries along the river. 
I got 
at the fill in the river by my observation 
and judgment. 
There were some deep 
holes in the river originally. 
The minimum 
deposit was at Pickering’s Bar and about 
three feet at Rice’s bridge. 
In the middle it 
was between 00 and 70 feet deep. The deepest 
place was near Ford’s Bar. 
I estimated it 
from its present condition and my knowledge 
of it in 1850. 
There could be a fill of 70 feet 
deep and not set the water of the river back. 
The river was much narrower in 1850 than 
now. 
I went to Mineral B ir during the first 
days of May, 1850.

There was no dam. 
I t lay in the bottom of the rivers. 
Ths ex­ 
tra hight at the dumps is included in my es­ 
tim ates of the averags fill. 
H ave not been 
there since seveu weeks ago. 
W e crossed the 
river several times. 
W e remained on onr 
horses, and only got off when we eat our 
lunch. 
The m»j >rñy of the m aterial th at is 
impounded consists of large bowlders and 
cobble», and from that tapers (Iowa to sand. 
n b t 17C7Í “ m ipouñí"'" ” lurry not be the 
proper word to use. 
W hen I was there the 
river was what would be ca'led a clear 
stream. 
I eaw no masses of this cement in 
the river there. 
Do not think this conglom­ 
erate would move over the cobbles. I t would 
go with the cobbles, if at all. I do not be­ 
lieve that it has less specific gravity than the 
cobbles. 
Do not know the specific gravity of 
this conglomerate. 
I should thiuk th at its 
specific gravity is about the same as rock. 
I 
did not look for any of th at material, or I 
might have found some of it. 
I did not say 
th at complete pulverization of this material 
takes place. 
The powder is used to pulverize 
it, and also the sledge, but the water is not 
used to pulverize it. 
The water is used to 
wash it away. 
They pulverize it as much as 
possible. 
1 do not say that it is substantially 
all disintegrated. 
I stated th at I estimated 
the rock gravel in the Gold Run mine at about 
80 per cent. 
I never saw any clay there. 
H ave never looked for any particularly.

have examined the material of the mine tbrea 
times. 
Do not know what the slate rock is 
made of. 
I t is said to ba a sedimentary de­ 
posit. 
The d;pth of gravel right at the Gold 
R un mine is greater than at any ether place 
on the lead. 
I think one inch of water would 
wa h about three or four yards iu 24 hnurs, < f 
the upper gravel thero now. 
I think it would 
not wash more than two yards of the lower. 
I think it would wash eight or ten yards of 
the red surface washings. 
I have been there 
and helped Mr. U rea make th at cross sec­ 
tion. 
Have been there three times lately. 
H ave been th-re several times. 
M 7 idea is 
that only from one to two per ceat of the 
materia! f om that mine will go below Rice’s 
bridge. 
I do not know the velocity of the 
water in the flume or in the river. 
Q —How do you determine the vel icity of 
water in a river ? 
A .—T do not determine it. 
Q —Y our education as an engineer never 
extended th at far, did it ? 
A.—The practical part docs. 
I have done 
such things sometimes, but 1 have not in this 
case. 
Q.—W ere you educated asan engineer? 
A .—I was educated partially by myself 
and partially in the State of Vermont. 
Q —W hat technical school did you ever 
attend ? 
A .—I was not educated at a school that 
was specially founded for the purpose of mak­ 
ing engineers. 
Q —You are a surveyor, are yon not? 
A .—I am. 
I have done a good deal of 
th at work. 
Q.—Are you a surveyor or an engineer? 
A .—I am both. 
Q —How do you determine the velocity of 
running water? 
A .—I determine the velocity of water by 
actual insasurcmer.ts. 
Q —In what manner? 
A .—I would time the current and measure 
the cross section. 
Q —Do you pretend to understand the 
measuring of running water ? 
A .—I am not an expert in hydraulics, but 
1 have always been able to determine any­ 
thing of the kind th at I have ever needed. 
M y mathematical knowledge is based upon 
Professor Davies’ books on mathematics. 
Q.—Is there anything to impound the 
debris that may he put iu the N orth Fork, 
between Pickering’s Bar and Rice’s bridge ? 
A .—Nothing 
except 
gravitation. 
The 
grade is such that its grav ry w oulj carry it 
down as far as Pickering’s Bar, but I do not 
think it is sufficient to carry it to Rice’s 
bridge. 
I say th at Bear river is at the pres­ 
ent time about 1.0C0 feet higher than the 
N orth Fork of the American. The North 
Fork of the American is atw jt the size of 
the main Boer river. The Polar Star mine 
tails into the Beat river—not into the Little 
Bear river. The L ittle Bear river comes 
into the Bear river above the Polar Star. 
Above that is the N ary Red mine rnd the 
Liberty Idiil mine». 
The water in the Bear 
river at the Polar Star mine is less than that 
in the N orth Fork of the American at CaDyon 
creek. 
The Polar Star dump extends clear 
across the river and has dammed ths river 
up. 
I t has made a pond back, and raised 
t .0 river IOO feet. 
Of course there is a 
w aterw ay over it. 
T ra t obstruction dees 
prevent the flow cf sand down the stream. 
A large pond is made there, and the water in 
it is very still. There is water below the 
damp, of course, and when the mine is work­ 
ing the water is muddy, but gets clear a short 
distance below. 
The water inns in au irreg­ 
ular manner ever this immense deposit of 
bow’der and cobb es. 
I have seen it dozens 
cf times. 
The dam is not filled up above 
w ilt tailing». 
Immediately telnw the dam 
the water may carry some sands, but I think 
no c’ay. 
Have not b?on right at the dam for 
perhaps six months. 
Never measured it. 
Q.—In all your acquaintance with the 
American river, do you know of any dam 
th at has ever obstructed the down How of 
mining debris in th at river ? 
A .—I do. 
Q.—W here ? 
A .—The N orth Fork dam. 
Q —Is there any other place in California 
where there is a simitar dam to that you speak 
of at the Polar Star ? 
A.—Yes. The Cedar Creek—Baker claim 
—at the lower end of Dutch Flat, does nearly 
the same thing, only there is no [Kind above 
it. 
The Little Y ork Company and the Bird’s 
Eye Creek on one side, and the H ayw ard 
claim on the other side, or the Steep Hollow, 
dues the same thing, and a very extensive 
pond of water i- held back in the stream 
above. The sand th at collects above the dam 
and what is below the crest of the dam I 
think would not come down. 
M y observa­ 
tion is that mica abounds in a granite coun­ 
try. 
I do co t claim to be a geologist, and 
will not sav th at it oxUts or.ly in a granite 
country. 
I know the American river pretty 
well. 
I was cn the American river during 
the time I lived at Mcore’s F at. W as on the 
river opposite Anburu. 
Did not examine up 
and down the river for the purpose of seeing 
w hat changes took place. 
I speak from a 
general knowledge of the Am?ricen river, and 
I am pretty familiar with it, too. 
Cannot 
Rtate w hat amount of debris was in the river 
in 1862. 
Q.—W hat do you mean by saying th at 
prior to 1862 20,OffO persons were working on 
th a t river, and depositing debris iu it a t the 
ra te of 12,000,000 yards per m onth ? 


A .—I did not say b o . 
I estim ated two 
yards to the man, and th at gave about 12.­ 
000,000 cubic yards per year, counting 300 
days for a year. 
Taking m aterial from the 
river and working it, and taking it from the 
hiilsides. is different. 
Yon would make a de­ 
posit in a river by working a bar. 
I know by 
a general knowledge cf the circumstances 
th at more was deposited before 1875 in the 
N orth Fork of the American than after th at 
time. 
M y judgment is that there wa3 ten 
times as mnc.h. 
I confine th at statem ent to 
the bine lead. 
I did not go out into E l Do­ 
rado county. 
M y opinion is th at there is a 
bine lead a t Placerviile, but none a t George­ 
town. 
I have a pretty good idea of what has 
been deposited in the North F ork since 1875. 
I have made no estimates. 
I know that 
there was a large amount deposite 1 between 
1862 and 1875. 
D aring th at time I was in 
business at Nevada City and D utch Fiat. 
Very little c f the m aterial now deposited from 
the Gojd R un mines comes down the river. 
I put it at from 1 to 2 per cent. 
I mean of 
such m aterial as remains in the channel at 
Gold Run. 
T hat m aterial is likely to lay in 
the river, even if it was raised 000 feet. 
I 
do not think it would reach to Folsom if the 
river v.as raised 9C0 feet. 
T hat is in the 
neighborhood of the storage capacity. 
I do 
not think it is possible to fill it to that extent, 
because there is not enough material there to 
fill it th at much. 
T te estimated distanco 
from Canyon creek to Folsom is fifty miles ; 
average surface width at present, 62 yards ; 
depth to be filled, 300 y ard s; and I take into 
the calculation th at the hills ^ elope on an 
angle of about 45 degrees. To raise it 900 feet 
would not give it such a grade as would 
move this material. 
Q —I t would finally send it below Folsem, 
wouldn’t it ? 
A .—I think not, eccording to my observa­ 
tions. 
W hen it got up to 900 feet I think 
the water would move so slowly th at it 
would scarcely move sand. 
The Court adjourned to m eet a t 9:30 A. M.

A CORRESPONDENT W RESTLES W IT H AL­ 


LEGED SPIRITS.

I have read with much interest the nar­ 
ratives referring to supernatural experience 
which have been published in several is­ 
sues of the R e c o r d - U n io n , and have re­ 
gretted that nothing has happened to me 
which folks could Bhudder at. 
But in this 
connection 1 may relate my impressions 
and some things that occurred at a Sunday 
night seance of one of our most noted San 
Francisco mediums, whom I was led to 
visit just to see what happened there. 
I 
accompanied a lady relative, who was in 
my own condition of belief, and another 
friend who had been for years wrapped up 
in Spiritualism, so that to whichever side 
I might eventually lean I was certain of 
support. 
There are perhaps many who 
have wondered what happens 


a t a s e a n c e , 
B ut have no opportunity to gratify their 
curiosity, and it is for such readers that I 
.give this truthful report, endeavoring to 
set down naught in prejudice either way, 
giving, in the several instances where they 
are used, the real names and initials men­ 
tioned. 
The medium chosen was clairau- 
-dient and a telegraphist; that is, she heard 
the voices of spirits as they spoke and 
•received communications by raps. 
As we 
entered the gate 1 was impressed with the 
business side of the profession, for the 
medium’s name ran in good, clear, gilt let­ 
ters in a semicircle round the transom over 
the door, as though she were, perhaps, a 
doctor, or a dressmaker or something else 
with which we never fail to associate a 
bit of money. 
The door opened upon a 
flight of stairs, at the top of which we 
were met by a timid, gentle young lady, 
who said it would be four bits apiece, and 
directly we were ushered into small doable 
parlors, neatly furnished, a piano, sofa, 
lace curtains, pictures, mirror, etc., sug­ 
gesting nothing mysterious or out of the 
-common. 
Others were there before us— 
several 


WILD HAIRED OLD MEN, 
And a scattering of a few awed youDg 
men ; a woman with unnatural cork-screw 
curls set thickly across her forehead ; a 
plain old woman in mourning ; a pretty 
young girl who bore a marked resemblance 
to her mother beside her, and so on. 
We 
three were perhaps also endowed with some 
peculiarity by others who observed us. 
W e were before the hour and sat uncom­ 
fortably staring at the wall and simultane­ 
ously turning toward the new comers until, 
at a few minutes to 8, the medium en­ 
tered. 
I had just read Howell’s “ Undis­ 
covered Country,” and hoped to see Egeria 
Boynton, but the lady looked more like 
Mis. Leroy—stout, comfortable, well-to- 
do. 
Her hair was in water-waves. 
She 
wore a black silk dress, and four handsome 
diamond rings adorned one hand. 
The 
business side of spiritualism once more in­ 
truded upon my mind. 
My spiritualist 
friend—a lady of refinement and unusual 
education—entered into a conversation, in 
which her own language was thrown in 
strong relief against the murdered gram­ 
mar of the medium. 
“ I have often went 
to that table,” said the latter, “ without 
feeling an influence ; but the spirits has 
never failed to be present with me.” 
She 
also referred to “ them spirits,” and said, 
“ spirits i s ” and “ spirits was.” 
By and 
by she explained a test which she wished 
each in turn to put. 
We were to call a 
number of 


FICTITIOUS INITIALS 
And finally name those of a dead friend, 
which was afterward done by each in turn, 
and in no one instance was an incorrect re­ 
sponse received. 
Every spirit responded 
to the call of the living friend, and we 
cnnld not but be satisfied on that point. 
The medium sat behind such a little table, 
w ith the drawer removed and its vacant 
space turned outward, as comes with an 
ordinary set of bedroom furniture. 
W ith 
a lead pencil she pointed about the room, 
asking in her strong voice, “ Shall we have 
this gentleman, or this lady, or this one, or 
this ?” and according as we were rejected 
or accepted by the little raps on the table 
we were seated, but all, in time, were bid­ 
den, though we made many tables fall and 
the evening was late before we were all 
taken. 
Each time the pencil was pointed 
a t the elderly woman in mourning she 
leaned forward expectantly, and each time 
as she was refused she leaned back again as 
though in an instant she had nerved her­ 
self to bear suspense a little longer. 
As 
the people sat about the table I watched 
them curiously. 
Some were awed, some 
smiled as if in joke, some sat with brows 
sternly bent, and most found questions fail 
them when they came to the point, so that 
they were more than once rebuked impa­ 
tiently. 
As each one separately placed his 
hands on the table I noticed that he bent 
his face and 


LOOKED STEADFASTLY 
Downward while he listened intently. The 
first communication which attracted me 
was received by a young woman with a 
cheerful face, set round by a plain, neat 
bonnet. 
The others seemed satisfactory 
to the recipients, but were of no interest 
to me. 
When this lady touched the table, 
however, a little patter ran all over it, and 
it seemed pervaded by a tender tremor. 
“ It is a child, madam,” said the medium. 
“ The name is either Ida or Ada.” 
" I t 
is Ida,” returned the lady, with a happy 
smile. 
“ O h! I am so glad to see you, 
m am m a!” burst from the hard lij a that 
spoke such dreadful grammar, and though 
the tone was such a joyous one the face was 
as unconcerned and unsympathetic as ever. 
“ Mamma is glad to hear you speak,” was 
the mother's response. 
“ Are you with 
mamma 
often, dear?” 
“ Very often,” 
came the rapturous reply. 
‘1 W ere you 
with me, Ida, the other day when I was so 
sick and suffered 
so 
much?” 
“ Yes, 
mamma!” 
“ W ill I come over there soon, 
and be where you are?” 
The lady’s back 
was half toward me, but I could see that 
the tears were dropping over her face. 
“ We unlock no such secrets,” exclaimed 
the medium, sternly, and added : “ There 
comea another child—a boy! 
“ Is brother 
with you, Ida?” 
asked 
the 
weeping 
mother. 
“ Eugene is here,” came the an­ 
swer, quickly, and continued lightly : “ I 
am glad to see you, uncle ; I don’t forget 
how you used to catch me in your arma 
and toss me.” 
I t was 


AS ELDERLY MAN, 
Who was 
addressed, and 
he 
replied 
“ Yes,” while the mother exclaimed de­ 
lightedly, " H e did, he did.” She clung 
to the table lingeringly, after her time had 
expired, and at last aaid longingly, “ Good 
night, Ida and Eugene, both,” while the 
raps pattered away, and tinalLy were quite 
gone. 
The next communication that at­ 
tracted my attention was accompanied 
throughout by astram e rocking and creak­ 
ing of the table. 
“ Why this man waa 
drowned !” exclaimed the medium in hor­ 
rified tones, and the sound was exactly 
that occasioned by the twinging of a ship. 
The medium constantly broke in npon 
communications with short sentences that 
were as pithy as epigrams, sometimes jerk­ 
ing her shoulders and 


TWITCHING HER FACE, 
As they were delivered. 
Theae 
were 
supposed to be the utterance of spirits 
repeated by her. 
Finally I fonnd myself 
seated at the little table. 
My lady frienda 
had also been called, and three gentlemen, 
one an old man, and all strangers to os, 


were seated with us. 
I touched the table 
without thought, and it immediately rose, 
as if in rebuke. 
Somewhat surprised 1 
started back,%nd was bidden sharply not to 
toach it, as my power was very strong and 
would withdraw the influence from others. 
I inwardly resolved that nothing should 
tempt me to do so, and was informed 
that I was much like my father, but that 
was a mistake. 
The old man wished to see 
his wife. 
He waa asked which, as he had 
had three and all good wives, and be ac­ 
knowledged that such waa the fact 
Then 
followed his communication. 
“ Is your 
name Gilson ?” asked the medium, turning 
to my right-hand neighbor.

to ask, and replied absent-mindedly, “ I 
do not know him.” “ He persists th at you 
do, and says you are a woman with many 
troubles.” 
I 
burst in 
thoughtlessly, 
“ W hy, yes you do know Uncle George!” 
and she gave a warm greeting of “ Why, 
George Baldwin, of coarse I do,” in full 
faith. 
The gentleman on my left was then 
signaled, and he said he wanted to see his 
mother. 
He was asked which, his own 
mother or his step-mother, and when he 
replied “ either” was bidden to try the 
test. 
He did so, and when he had reached 
the initials “ M. B .,” the table lifted and 
struck him lightly. 
“ That’s so !” he said, 
laughing, “ Mahala Burke !” and at that 
the table got upon its four legs and jumped 
up and doWD, thumping several tunes on 
the floor.

She gave a loud, coarse laugh 
and said, “ Not after the test you have 
had ? Well, everybody', of course, is wel­ 
come to their owu opinions.” 
It was get­ 
ting so late that, with a number of others, 
we concluded to gtv and as we passed out 
she called, “ I hold another eeanue W ednes­ 
day evening, friends, and I shall be pleased 
to see you all,” which certainly was busi- 
ne'8-like enough. 
Before the door closed I 
looked back at

One wisp 
of gray hair unheeded had fallen forward 
upon her cheek, and her hands, bony and 
knuckled, were idly smoothing the fringe of 
her black shawl.

When I 
reached home I was dumbfounded to dis­ 
cover that “ M. F. ’’ were the initials of 
Mary Foster, so long dead that I had 
failed to recall her at that moment.

dered at as the narrations that have been 
given from week to week. 
Spiritualists 
will eay this is wonderful, those not spirit­ 
ualists will say it hasn’t amounted to much, 
As for me, I say if not spirits it was won­ 
derful ; 
if spirits, whose perception is 
opened upon the eternity, then the wonder 
is that they failed to reveal anythingwhich 
could benefit or enlighten those to whom 
they were of dearest memory.

QUA KAN I INK K IL K .* AND R EG U LA TIO N S. 


Rule 1. 
All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
Stvte for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine- 
>ard, or vineyards, where thesam * were grown, and 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preeeding year's grow th; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioved by ftre, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by anv duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reos n of this rule is th at the w inter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is according to the Lest au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. Ail cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation iu this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignm ent w ithin this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at tne option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to any one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho carbonate of potash in cold 
w ater; proportions, 10 pound* of sulpho 'mrbonate, 
to lOOgftllooB of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 


Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cokl water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of th. phenyle ; immerse 
cuttings avd rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put iu a cor» red vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one h o u r; replace viater 
lo»t by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 part* of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings *and rooted vine* 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid costal* in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gullons of 
w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of w ater: immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twei.ty m inute4. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ Uver of lime ” in 20 
parts of w ater; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. 
[V. B.—To make u liv« r of lime" take 
one pound quicklime, one }x*und sulphur, one gal­ 
lon water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one ]>art of “ liver of liuie ”1
